BIG TEN GOLFERS ENJOY THEIR CHAMPIONSHIP 


“American Labor, Its Aims aud Its 
Methods” was the subject chosen by 
Dr. Crook for presentation, and this 
native of England, who received his 
A 
Ii an d A. M 
degrees from Oxford 
University, and a Ph. I), degree iii 
economics from 
H a rv a rd University, 
had a most attentive audience as he 
handled 
his 
subject in a very able 
manne r. Dr. Crook lias taught social 
science for more th a n l l year**, and 
is a studen t of the labor situation in 
general. 


“ We are in the middle of a new kind 
of ex perimental practice by labor, one 
which we d on’t enjoy, and which most 
of us d on’t appro ve of—the sit-down 
strike," he stated at the outset of his 
ad dress. The n he add ed that the pub-] 
lie a sk s “ Is it Reds or is it roots th a t I 
m ake this situation? Is it agitators oi j 
the history of industrial life of this: 
nation,” Continuing by giving a his­ 
tory of Industry in the United States, 
this stud en t of labor problems inform ­ 
ed that Hie bac kg roun d of labor shows 
better why certain 
kinds 
of 
labor 
trouble develop at cert ain times. Four 
points were given iii outlining labor’s 
history here: I —Ideal of individualism 
iii the history of American industry; 
2 
Poi lunate possession ut" immense 
resources, 
vast 
supplies 
of 
riches 
which enabled a man to make a for­ 
tu n e; 
3— Prolific 
humanity, 
“ which 
we have been able to use as workers 
of mind and hand, in more recent 
ye ars imported from E urope;" J— I n ­ 
dustrial revolution, the

m achine and mass production of goods. 
“ Until the time of the Civil W a r the 
first three counted. T he n the type of 
im migration changed to 
those 
from 0 luve elected 
Sou theas t Euiope, w here there was a 
difference In the language and relig­ 
ious basis, and a difference in the set 
of stan da rds. 
Against the new e m ­ 
pires of industry there grew a new 


dustrial law on which the business 
went on smoothly and to the satisfac- 
i t ion of all. “ We find the W agner Ac* 
d o e s provide a better method th a n th e 
I sit down w ay, even if it is not as we 
desire it.

Miss O’Hara, the second spe ake r of 
the afternoon, is well known both 
as 
a lawyer and as a leader in the R e ­ 
publican party.

I- ti!iiie of the Republican Party.” 
In 
commencing her talk she defined th*’ 
work “party,” telling that a 
political 
j party is composed of all who at the 
'last election voted for the majority of 


J candidates of that party. After telling 
what group makes up the party w o rk ­ 
ers, Miss ri’H aia described the party 
as it lias been built iii). “The party is 
not a policy-making agency. T he p r i ­ 
m a r y purpose of the party is to elect 
candidates of the party,” then she c o n ­ 
tinued by telling 
what 
m akes 
tho 
policies of the party: “The policies of 
any party represent the concensus of 
your and my ideas and the ideas of 
all members of the party.” 


The difference in method of a p p r a i s ­ 
al of a candidate in an election p r e ­ 
cinct and one balloted for for national 
or state office was mentioned. 
“ We 
find we apply a different yard-stick to 
the man and to the candidate.” 
The technique of damaging a nd d e ­ 
stroying a party was considered. “ I n ­ 
dict a man holding office and you d e ­ 
stroy faith of thousa nds in the part y 
he stands for. Set up a devil and you 
destroy a ‘god’ or leader.” 
T he new* 
technique of p ropa ganda placed iii the 
ha nds of the most skilled persons for 
th* purpose of destroying a leader w as 
given much thought. 
Atter giving some attention to th e 
question of home rule and centralized 
government Miss O’Hara quoted: "W e 
a re told ’The ne are st app ro ach to im­ 
mortality 
is

federal 
b u re a u ’ . . . 
We have come to accept these c o n ­ 
cepts: that it is the duty of the gov­ 
ernment to protect the comm on m a n ; 
to give a degree of security for the 
future; to keep out of foreign w a rs ; 
to establish national defense. 
T hese 
a re not issues between parties, but 
that is the idea that 
the 
opposition 
would seek to build up.” 


Continuing, Miss O’Hara had this to 
say: “The future of the Republican 
party lies in groups 
such 
as 
this, 
groups that believe that education does 
not end wit ii the class room. We must 
cast our vote sensibly, and spend time 
to study public problems.” In c onclu ­ 
sion she told of the need of “insist­ 
ence that the man, whether he be 
president or governor, to rule with 
the aid and ass istanc e of that man you 
as your representative, 
w hether it be in Harrisb urg or W a s h ­ 
ington.”
